In 1918 he received his 
AB degree at the Univer- 
sity of Oregon and his 
BS in architecture in 1919. 
In 1921 he received his 
Master of Arts degree 
from the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, fin- 
ishing his schooling tha 
year with his inclusion in 
the American Students’ 
Mission to Europe. From 
1925 to 1935 he was a 
member of the firm of 
Whitehouse, Stanton and 
Church, Portland, enter- 
ing private practice in 


1935.

A community leader, he 
is a past director of the 
Portland Civic Theater 
and the Oregon Building 
Congress. From 1939 to 
1951 he was a member of 
the Metropolitan Board, 
YMCA, and at present is 
a member of the Board 
of Directors of the Port- 
land Chamber of Com- 
merce.
